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The pleasant History of Raja Budiman, whose wife was styled 

Petri Bongs7i Permaisuriy and whose son was named Lela 

Muday as it w related by him whose tale it is. 



" This History relates a very pleasant tale which is told 
^* by him whose tale it is, the story disappearing and giving 
'* way to a tale, and the tale in its turn disappearing and being 
" replaced by a romance ; a History which is told by the birds 
" in the forests, the birds which fly away when a branch chances 
** to fall, and for whom a single drop of falling dew is suffici^t 
'^ to cause the romance to break ofP, and a fresh tale to take its 
" place." ^ 

After this characteristic preface, the Malay Rhapsodist 
begins his tala There was once a country named Serendah 
S'Kebun Bunga, the ruler of which was styled Raja Budiman. 
The country was populous, and there were large number of 
musical instruments in the land upon which men beat (sicj continu- 
ally. The Raja's wives were seven in number, the youngest of 
whom bore the style and title of Tuan Petri Permaisuri (the 
Queen) and dwelt in a golden palace, the rooms of which were 
secluded, and the sleeping platforms very high from the floor.* 
In these she dwelt amid curtains and hangings, on matresses 
and carpets, and jewelled pillows, tended by day and by night 
by her maidens and female attendants. 

Now it was the daily custom of the Raja to go forth to the 
Hall of State, the Great Hall, the Hall which was as wide as a 
horse could gallop, a cannon ball carry, the eye see, or a bird fly 
without excessive fatigue. (Bdlairong^ bdlai b^sar, bdlai s^jinak

andang, s^Ukth hurong terhang.) Here he sat upon a raised plat- 
form (Oral) in the centre of the Hall, and this platform was 
stndded with gold and gems. Here all the chiefs assembled to 
sit in his presence — the chiefs, warriors, Kum and TandiL^ 

The land was peaceful and justly ruled, and many traders of 
all races resorted thither for the purposes of commerce. 

Now it came to pass that the Peimaisuri was with child, and 
the ancient nurse having taken due count of the months, when 
the seventh month was accomplished, took unto herself a basket 
(hakul kachong) and went forth to seek the seven midwives. On 
arriving at their house she was received with great courtesy, and 
on being asked her business replied that she had come to place 
with them the sirih of the Princess who was with child (handak 
ber-taroh sirih Tuan Petri Permaisuri sudah hamilj,* Then when 
the nine months were accomplished the Princess was suddenly 
seized with pains and the ancient handmaiden ran swiftly to sum- 
mon the midwives.

and 26 cents in cash. The phrase tdroh sirih oyi**' ^J^* is applied to paying 

this retaining fee. The receipt of this fee renders the midwife liable to be 
called upon to attend at any time should her services be required by the woman 
for whose confinement she has been retained. This fee is quite separate 

from the upah bidan ^^*>, <^» or fees paid to the midwife for actual service 

rendered. The latter fees are usually $2 for a first confinement, $1 to $1 50 
for a second confinement, and from 50 cents to 25 cents for subsequent con- 
finements. 
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Then the seven midwives quickly made ready with such 
speed that all they did was awkward (gepoh gamaru)^ each seizing 
her sirih bag, and her staff, and leaped down to the ground, some 
leaping down where the verandah happened to be cocked up in 
the air (Jong Let pilantarj, and some leaping through the holes in 
the flooring, and thus ni a short time (s^pada dengan duo) they 
succeeded in reaching the palace. There they found that the 
Princess was really ill, and each midwife set about the per- 
formance of her proper duties. 

Now for three days and three nights the Princess' pain 
lasted and at the end of that time she gave birth to a child — 
a son — of such beauty that his face shone like the full moon, 
and was dazzlingly bright like the rising sun, so that no man 
could look closely upon his countenance. The child was in duo 
course presented to his father who straightway ordered all the 
musical instruments to be sounded as a sign of his pleasure at 
the birth of a sou. 

Shortly afterwards the Princess was again seized with 

pangs which continued without ceasing for seven days, so that 

her body and limbs on one side were paralysed, and while she in 

this condition she brought forth a small golden dragon and the 

Raja ordered the previous ceremonies to be repeated in order to 

celebrate this second birth. The Golden Dragon was placed on 

a golden basin {batil), but he speedily grew so large that he 

could not uncoil himself {meug-urak diri) in the basin, seeing 

which the Princess — his mother — addressed him thus : — " son 

of mine ! Soul of thy mother ! Son of my heart ! Mirror of my 

eyes ! Prize of the hand ! I'alace of thy mother's heart ! My 

child can no longer lit into the golden basin ; thy mot her desires 

to place thee in a golden jar' {pasarg-mas). Thus the Golden 

Dragon successively outgrew the golden jar, a larger golden, 

ves sel (hedina aiuas)^^ and finally a pond. When he outgrew this 

hewas removed to a large reach where the river was very broad, 

and here for some time he was happy, until his increasing bulk 

began to interfere with the traffic. 

One day all the medicine men who presided over nets and 

fishing stakes (Pawaiig pukat, ])awang jermal^ pawangjala, pawang

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bleu) sat talking and discussing among themselves {dudok her- 
chdkap dengan her-heka-heka) the obstruction in the river caused 
by the presence of the Golden Dragon, whose bulk was now 
such that he lay blocking the whole river, and preventing even 
small boats from passing, and they at length wrote and laid their 
case before the Raja who at once assembled all his people, and 
made them widen the river channel so as to allow the Golden 
Dragon to live at ease. After a time the Dragon grew weary 
of living in the river, and by the aid of the spirit and magic 
powers he called down a great wind and a rain which flooded 
the entire country and which lasted unceasingly for seven days 
and seven nights. Now when the people of the land saw this 
thing a great fear fell upon them, and the king sat in council 
discussing the situation. As he was doing so the Dragon swam 
up and rested his chin on the edge of the Balai, whereupon his 
father at once went to him, kissed and caressed him, and asked 
him what was the reason of this great flood. The Dragon ex- 
plained that it only signified that he had been anxious to visit 
his father, and had asked the necessary means to make such a 
visit possible. The king then asked him what he lacked, where- 
upon the Dragon replied that he was anxious to go to the great 
sea, the deep lake, where the pauh janggi grows (lautiang 
besar tasek tang dalam pauh janggi),^ as he desired to take up 
his abode there. Accordingly all manner of sweetmeats were 
prepared, viz : Chuchor^ Lempin^ Ketupat^ Lepat^ Buah Malaka^^ 
Petri mandi^^ and when seven days were accomplished the king 
and his queen went on board ships and proceeded to the mouth 
of the river taking their son with them. 

Then Raja Budiman named his son Lela Muda, and when

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they had proceeded in great state to the mouth of the river, the 
Raja held a feast with a view to averting calamity {tolak bald), 
and in order to pray for the safety of the Dragon in his wan- 
derings. When this was over the Dragon took his leave and 
swam away, but he found he could not swim fast, so he returned 
to the ship, and gave his brother the sword which he had in his 
mouth. Again he swam away, but still he could not swim fast, 
so he returned once more and he called Lela Muda and asked 
him to take the magic ring (chinchin Icasaltian s^bentok) from 
under his (the Dragon's) tongue, and warned him that he 
would shortly be grossly caluminated and that he would have a 
narrow escape (ka-chemw^-an) in battle, and added that when 
this occurred Lela Muda had only to speak the name of his bro- 
ther, the Golden Dragon, and he would come to his aid. Then 
the Dragon swam away with incredible swiftness " like a dart 
which is hurled, like a beetle when the string which fastens it 
is snapped, like unto nearly exploded Chinese crackers, and like 
unto the eagle in tlight ! " (f<eperti jmchok di-lancharkan, sperti, 
kambang piitus tali, bagai merchua hharu jadi, bagai seivaJi si-raja 
wall). 

Presently he arrived at his destination — the Navel of the 
Seas — fPiusat fasek,/ All the monsters of the ocean, the whale 
and monster fishes, and colossal dragons (naga umbaiig), and the

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magic dragons (iiaga sri naga ka-saktian)^ assembled together to 
eat and devour him and such a tumult arose that the Raja 
Naga, who was superior to all, heard it and came to see. Now 
when he beheld the Golden Dragon he opened his jaws to their 
full extent and made three attempts to seize and swallow him 
but failed each time. At length, however, he caught him, and 
dashed him against the sea bottom with such force that his head 
was buried in the ground, but the little dragon cared not at all. 
Then the Raja Naga said : *' Tell me the truth ! from what land 
hast thou fallen (titek deri pada negri ninggua mana) and whose 
son and offspring art thou ? " To which the Golden Dragon made 
answer saying : "I have no land nor country, I have neither 
father nor mother, but I was incarnated from the hollow part of 
a bamboo ! " When the Raja Naga heard this he sent for his 
spectacles (chermin mata), and by their aid he was able to see 
the real parentage of the Golden Dragon, and all concerning Lim, 
and he at once told him everything concerning his birth (usul 
asal ka-jadi-an-nyay and informed him that they were close 
relations since the Golden Dragon's mother was a relative of the 
Raja Naga. Then the Raja Naga kissed and embraced his 
nephew, and congratulated himself on having seen him before his 
time came to die, and called together all his people to feast, 
installed (taba/J the Golden Dragon as king over them in his 
own place, since he was very old. Thus the Golden Dragon 
continued to live in increasing state and prosperity at the Pusat 
tasek, and was greatly beloved by his uncle the Raja Naga, 
and in the course of time his horn (chula) split up and was re- 
placed by six other heads — making seven in all.

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The story now reverts to Raja Budiman, and relates that 
after the birth of Lela Muda he had ceased to visit his six other 
wives, and devoted himself solely to the Queen mother. The 
six wives consulted together and the eldest, Puteh Sulong" ad- 
vised them all to go and visit the Raja. They therefore adorned 
themselves and used all manner of perfumes and cosmetics, 
after which each took a present of sweetmeats and a knife in 
her hand and set forth to visit their husband, walking with a 
swagger of the anus like unto one who sews bayam, and taking 
long steps like one who plants peas in holes already prepared for 
seed {me-renqfjang tehor bayam dan langkah tugal kackang,) 

The Raja received them corteously, and enquired the 
reason of their visit, to which they made answer, saying that 
they had seen so little of him of late, that they feared that he 
had been stricken with sickness, and that they had therefore 
come to reassure themselves as to his health, and also to congratu- 
late him on the birth of his son — they further reminded him that 
it was customary on such occasions to cause the astronomers to 
be summoned, in order that they might cast the Prince's horos- 
cope. They then took their leave of the Raja, and on returning 
to their houses they sent privately for the seven astronomers and 
warned them that if the Raja sent for them and ordered them to 
cast Lela Muda's horoscope, they were to declare that the 
child was accurt^ed (chekda) and promised each of them $1000 if 
they did as they bade them. 

Next day the Raja sent for the astronomers and they came 
at his call, asking what thing was demanded of them who were 
old men concerning whom, **the earth was already shouting to the 
coffin planks " (orang fua b umi bu-laung papan). The Raja then bade 
hem cast Lela Muda's horoscope, and to ascertain whether he was 
fortunate or accursed, and whether he possessed magic powers 
or no. The astronomers at once looked up the horoscope in their 
magic books (murawas ketika temara), and on doing so they three 
times in succession found good omens, and though they sought 
for evil ones they could not find them, nevertheless they told the 
Raja that if Lela Muda was permitted to dwell in the country 
the land would certainly be burned without fire and flooded 
without water, and would become a plain where the castor-oil 
plants grew wild, and where the twelve doves dwelt — ^both signs 
of a deserted land ! ( neschaya negri ter-bakar dengan tiada bev' 
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api, karam dengan tiad^ her-ayer menjadi parang jarak padang 
tekukor adlamaf negri handak sunyu) Then the Raja gave the 
astronomers presents of garments and permitted them to depart, 
which they did wreathed in smiles at their delight because of 
the gifts which they had received. 

The youngest of the astronomers, however, remained be- 
hind, and told the Raja that the words of the other astronomers 
were false, and that if Lela Muda was banished, the Raja would 
be throwing away his luck, (menu-olak fuahj for the Prince was in 
truth most fortunate {ber-tvah), his good fortune extending even 
to the seventh region of the heavens ! 

The remaining six astronomers meanwhile went off to re- 
ceive their pay from the Princesses, talking joyfully among them- 
selves, and the youngest astronomer went to his own dwelling 
all by himself. When he got there his wife was very angry 
when she found that the bundle he bore contained nothing ex- 
cept his magic booj^s, and she, throwing her arms about his waist 
cried to him to divorce her, and he fled before her and at length 
hid himself in a clump of female bamboos, where she failed to 
find him ; late at night he stole back to the house, but his 
wife awoke, and again seized him by the waist so that he could 
not escape and cried to him to divorce her. Then the young 
astronomer explained what had occurred and pointed out that if 
the fraud was discovered all the other astronomers would cer- 
tainly be killed and she at last was satisfied. 

The Pruicesses, however, were not content with the evil 
thing which they had done, and Petri Tengah, at Petri Sulong's 
suggestion, feigned sickness, since she, of all his wives, was the 
one for whom the Raja still cherished some affection. Word 
was at once sent to the King that Petri Tengah " but awaited the 
hour of death," {me-nanti hari sahaja akan mati) — he at once 
rushed to the palace, and when the Princesses saw him coming 
they put oil, which has the virtue of a love potion (jiiinyak peng- 
asihj on the head of Petri Tengah, and when the Raja took her 
head upon his lap, and caressed her, the charm began to work. 

Now the Golden Dragon beheld all these things, and the 
reasons which underlay them, and forthwith he invoked all his 
magic agencies to cause a real sickness to fall upon Petri Ten- 
gah, with such effect that she was smitten with an ailment so 
grevious and severe that she became all dried up, and so thin 
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tbat had it not been for her skin her bones had fallen asunder 
(kurua bring jika ttdak kardna kulit lerai-lah hilangj. At this the 
K&ja was plunged in sorrow, and sat by her day and night, being 
bathed in tears by reason of her illness. 

All the people of the land were summoned together and 
ordered to prepare medicine for the ailing queen and each made 
medicine according to his ability, and all these medicines were duly 
administered td the patient, but (not unnaturally according to our 
ideas) they only had the effect of making her worse. At length the 
B4ja asked her if there was any medicine or food which she fancied 
would cure her, and she straightway made answer saying that 
she longed exceedingly for the flesh of the bird Indra Bayu ; 
but when the Raja consulted his people as to this bird no one 
could tell him anything about it, no one having even so much as 
heard its name. Neverthele^ the Raja bade his son, Lela Miida, 
go forth and seek it, the princess having declared that he would 
be able to find it, and having added that seeing she was pregnant 
Lela Muda ought to be glad of an opportunity of being able to 
serve his prospective brother. Lela Muda pleaded his inability 
to find the bird, of which he knew nothing nor whither to seek 
it, but his father waxed wrathful and swore that he should go and 
that if he returned unsuccessful he should be beheaded and his 
head impaled above the main gate of the palace (pintu g&bang) 

and that his blood should be used as a for the forts (sentok 

kSta) and his flesh be used to feed the dogs of Lela Perjangga, 
and his bones be piled in heaps at the corners of the fort& 

Now when Lela Muda heard these fearsome threats he 
declared his readiness to depart upon the quest and only asked 
to be supplied with a green horse which possessed magic attri- 
butes. This request having been complied with, he took his 
leave. 

At this time there dwelt in the land of Serendah S*Kebun 
Bunga a warrior named Sel&mat Tandang Desa, who, when he 
heard that the prince was about to start upon a journey, rushed 
to him at the hall of state and asked him whither he was bound. 
On hearing Lela Muda's reply he said that a few days before he 
had met the speckled bird, the Indra Bayu, in conversation with 
a cow-pat which lay in the middle of the road. That statement 
was overheard by the Raja, who sent for Seld,mat and enquired 
from him as to the truth of this statement Sel^mat confirxed 
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his tale and added that when the bird disappeared it was replaced 
by a bird called Che Gaw, after making* which statement Selamat 
craved and received permission to depart. On arriving at home 
he jestingly told his wife, Mek S'bunga Champa, that he intended 
to divorce her as he was meditating a journey, and after some 
rather coarse jesting he bade her make ready his betel-nut in- 
gredients which he wished to carry with him on his journey. 
His wife took a bag made out of elephant hide, and thrust into 
it betel-nuts with the branches, tobacco with the dust mixed with 
it (kupok'kdpok-nya)^ gambier with the coarse matwork which 
covered it (hddut-hddut-nya) and sirih leaves with the stems and 
branches of the vine. 

Now at this time Mek was with child and before Selamat 
took his leave of her he bade her name the child Awang Sebun- 
chul, if it proved a boy, and left the naming of it to her if it 
proved a girl. He said that if she failed to do as he bade her he 
would curse her so that she would be turned into rotten earth 
(tdnah kue), Selamat then sought Lela Muda and declared 
himself • ready to depart. Lcla Muda at once leaped upon his 
steed which flew away with incredible swiftness, making a 
great noise and breaking the tree tops in its flight so that the 
beasts in the forest fled in fear. Meanwhile Selamat ran with 
might and main, plunging through the swamps where the 
kelddi, menddrong, and the keluhi grew. Thus they went for- 
ward until nightfall, when they reached a very high mountain. 
As the steed descended upon the mountain top (merchu gunong) 
Selamat also arrived smiling, and said, " Behold thy old servant 
has reached this place also," and then he at once prepared a 
couch for Lela Muda from the boughs of trees, and they lay 
down to sleep side by side, Selamat sleeping heavily, while 
Lela Muda only dosed lightly. 

Just before dawn Lela Muda h<5ard the sound of a loom 
and of spinning which gave forth twelve distinct sounds, and at 
day-break he awoke Selamat and when they had washed their 
faces, prayed, and chewed betel-nut Lela Muda asked Selamat 
what he had heard during the night, to which replied that he 
had heard nothing, but had dreamt that he was sleeping with 
his head pillowed in the hollow Of his wife's arm. Then Lela 
Muda told Selamat what he had heard, and the later stood up 
and looked about him, whereupon he espied a gigantic female 
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form. He sat down ag^ain, however, and it was not until Lela 
Muda declared his intention of g'oing' to seek the woman whose 
loom he had heard, in spite of Selamat's opposition, that the lat- 
ter told him that he had seen a woman who was so gigantic 
that her very breasts were as large as a great ant-hill (busut 
jantanj. " Then." said Lela Muda, " I know her ! She is my 
adopted mother, who is styled Tuan Petri Sembar-an Gunong,'* 
and he, on going to seek for her, was at once recognised and re- 
ceived with every mark of affection. She had him to her house, 
where, in reply to her questions, he told her the object of his 
journey. *' My son," said the princess, " can we scale the high 
heavens and throw down a large hill, or bale out the deep seas ? 
In these also is the bird the Indra Bayu!" Having thus 
warned him princess told him that she had heard tell that the 
bird he sought dwelt in the land of the Twelve Mountains, and 
was the pet of Tuan Petri Bongsu Kechil SMenggang Chah§,ya 
and that the land was very strongly situated and fortified, one 
side of the forts being skirted by the mountains of the great 
forest, and one side by the broad ocean, the cannon pressing one 
against the other on the forts with the soldiers holding fuses 
ready to tire them, and that the people of the country were so 
numerous that if each one spoke a single word a sound arose as 
from a nest of hornets, or like unto the buzzing of flies in a 
cave. These people, she said, only traded among themselves 
(hernidfja tolak raia sdnia sendtri), and that no foreign traders 
were permitted to set foot in the land. The country, moreover, 
she said, was guarded by magicians by day and by night and 
that even all the currents of the air (s^gnap tali dngin) were 
guarded by six Dewa, whose magic was so powerful that by its 
aid they were enabled to see any distance. " Therefore, Oh, 
my son," concluded the princess, " attempt not to visit the land 
of the Twelve Mountains." 

Lela Muda thanked her for her advice, but remained firm 
in his resolve to prosecute his search. The princess cooked rice 
and mixed baked bananas with it, and placed Lela Muda on her 
right knee and her own daughter on her left knee, and fed them 
both with alternate mouthfuls, and afterwards she gave Lela 
Muda to suck, and he pressed his mouth against her paps, which 
were so great that he could not put them into his mouth. 

Presently the princess' husband. Si Mengka Bumi, came home 
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from searching for food, causing a great noise, like unto a tem- 
pest in the forest, by his coming, and asked his wife, whom he 
addressed as " Thou whose age equals mine,'' (sama tua) who the 
boy was who was so good to look upon, like unto a horn veined 
with ivory and like unto a reflection in a mirror. Thus he wel- 
comed Lela Miida, who explained the object of his visit, but the 
giant was so tall that Lela Muda's voice could not carry to his 
ears, so the latter leaped upon his shoulders and looking into his 
ears saw that they were choked with leaves and branches. So 
Lela Muda rolled up his coat sleeves and cleared the ears out and 
brought forth a number of snakes and centipedes, after which he 
resumed the conversation, and after some talk he promised if he 
succeeded in his quest to make the giant a great fighting chief 
in his new realms, and to show his fitness for the post the giant 
gave an exhibition of his strength, grinding his teeth, and shout- 
ing with a noise like a falling thunder-bolt, so that the women 
throughout seven lands were caused to miscarry. When Sel^mat 
heard the dim he feared that Lela Muda had been slain and eaten 
by the giant, but when he saw him standing unharmed he said, 
" Pardon, prince, what is the uproar which this great long 
fellow has been making ? Verily thy servant feared that thou 
hadst been slain and devoured by him, and thy servant came with 
hot haste to drag thee from out his jaws ! " 

Lela Muda reassured him, and then took leave of his adopted 
father, and the latter at the mention of parting advised him to go 
to the land of the Twelve Mountains by sea, that being the least 
dangerous route, and added that if Lela Muda came to a land 
called Padang Kechil where there were coconuts which had new- 
ly taken root, and betel-palms just shedding its fruit and just 
blossoming (nyior bharu dudoJc umhi dan ptnang tengah men-dmbu 
dnak dan ptnang bharu meng-urai mayang) he would find a house 
in which dwelt an old man named Nenek Kebayan whose duty it 
was to look after a garden in which a pond, the bathing place of 
Tuan Petri Bongsu Kechil Chahaya Bulan, was situated. This 
princess, he said, dwelt in fairyland (kayang-an) and was the 
daughter of Raja Sang Nata, who had built a pavilion in that- 
plain whither once in seven days his daughter repaired to disport 
herself. " Now, in the pavilion," said the giant, " there are 
images which are inhabited by genii (jin) and which behave as 
though they were living beings, and one of these figures is made 
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in the semblance of the princess, as she lies within her bed cur- 
tains, and the other imag'es represent her damsels and attendants, 
and many are those who have perished through the evil agency 
of these wicked spirits. 

At parting with her adopted brother the giant's daughter, 
Mek S'junjong Batu, presented him with certain magic beads 
(menik ika-ika) which had potent properties and Lela Muda 
received them joyfully and put them in an ivory box with a 
diamond top to it. After which Lela Muda mounted his horse 
and SelS,mat setting off running at full speed they continued 
their journey in this manner until the hour of midday prayer, 
when the heat became so intense that they halted near a village, 
which turned out to be Padang Kechil. Selamat going into the 
village to seek for water found Nenek Kabayan who at once asked 
for the kettle made of mixed metal with round patches of gold 
Ckendi suasa b^r-tompok dmas), which Selamat had brought with 
him in order to fetch the water. Selamat gave it to him, where- 
upon he put it away and bade Selamat go and fetch the Chief to 
whom the kettle belonged, decHning to give the kettle back until 
he did so. Selamat accordingly fetched Jjela Muda, whom Nenek 
Kabayan received with great state and ancientry. Then when 
Lela Muda had chewed betel -nut the old man bade him lie down 
and rest his limbs while he prepared curries, fried and stewed 
meats (gulei rendang tumis). VVhen all was ready the old man 
took needles and put them into the grains of rice in patterns 
resembling peacocks, flies, buffaloes, and elephants fighting with 
each other of their kind (merak menyahong Id/at ber-pukas kerbau 
ber-laga gagak men-juang). Then he aroused Lela Muda, who 
having eaten again, went to sleep, an example followed by 
Sel§,mat after he had disposed of a Gargantuan meal. 

When the night was far advanced Lela Muda arose, and 
awaking Selamat they together went to the Princess* pavilion 
and Lela Mfida entered the Princess' bed-room, while Selamat 
remained below toying with her damsels. The latter invited 
him to play at choraak^ a game at which they beat him one after 
the other with little difficulty and at last losing his temper he 
slapped one of the girls with his hand. This blow broke the 
image® — for they were only images — so that it fell in pieces, 
and Selamat proceeded to break them all and then went and 
aroused L^la Mdda, and they together broke the image of the 
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Princess and the Jin which was in it flew away, after which they 
returned to Nenek Kebayan*s house congratulating" themselves 
on having escaped unharmed. Next day when he had arisen 
from sleep, and had eaten rice Lela Muda lay down again to 
rest and as he lay looking upwards he saw a large object 
wrapped in a white cloth hanging suspended from the ridge pole 
and asked Nenek Kebayan what it was. . The old man told him 
that it was a gong {goiy krainat) which was left with him so 
that he could beat it in case he was ill and needed aid, for if 
she heard it, he said, the Princess would descend from Fairy- 
land. Lela Muda asked to be allowed to beat it, but the man 
replied that the Princess would be very angry if he summoned 
her without cause. At this reply Lela Muda pretended to sulk, 
and at length Nenek Kebayan promised to eat of a poisonous 
fruit, which however would not kill him, and having crushed it up 
with rice and saffron, he rubbed it all over his body. Then he 
went to the hut where the pestle and mortar for pounding 
husked rice was kept {hargsal lesarg indek) and fetched a mat 
(Jikar) which was covered with rice husks and chaff. In this he 
rolled Lela Muda, and placed the roll of mat at the head of his 
bed, and then bade Lela Muda beat upon the gong if he wished 
to do so. Then Lela Muda smote the gong ten times so that 
the sound thereof was heard by the Princess in fairyland. She 
was sitting embroidering at the time, but she let fall her frame, 
called to her maidens, and at once went her father Raja 
Sang Nata and craved his permission to descend to the earth. 
Her father bade her go but warned her not to be long absent, 
warning her that many magicians dwelt upon the earth, remind- 
ing her that she was the betrothed of Sheikh Ali. " Sheikh Ali 
is very powerful and 1 dare not face him." continued her father, 
" but nevertheless 1 love him not, for he is an extraordinary man 
(orarg plek) and his face is white on one side and black on the 
other." 

The Princess having donned her garments for flying and 
being accompanied by all her damsels then flew down to the 
house of Nenek Kebayan, flying through the air, and having 
passed the clouds reached the current of the air {tali angin)

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which is termed the lock smith (tumbok kanching), and thence 
the blue ether. 

Lela Muda was sitting* in the door- way of Nenek Kebayan's 
house when he caught sight of the Princess and her damsels fly- 
ing* earthward, whereupon he took refuge in his hiding place, 
while Selamat went out and hid himself in the garden. This 
done Nenek Kebayan lay down, covered his body with his blan- 
ket, ate the poisonous fruit, and at once became as one dead. 

The Princess descending perched first on a coconut tree, 
then on a lime tree, and finally entered the house where, seeing 
the old man, she cried to her maidens, " In truth he has been ill a 
very long time, see how his body is yellow^ !" and taking a box 
from her chignon (lentang sanggol) she washed his body with 
rose water which it contained, whereupon he returned to life 
again, and said " my grand daughter, what a long time I have 
slept !" to which the Princess made answer saying, " What is this 
that thou stylest sleep. Thou hast been dead !" " Ah !" said the 
old man, " That then accounts for it, for I have met with angels 
(melUat) who have died long since and e*en those who died 
recently." 

The Princess next bestired herself to cook food and having 
eaten she went up into her golden swing (buai-an cimas) and sat 
swinging" herself in it (buai buai). Presently she caught sight of 
the roll of mats in which Lela Muda was and she promptly ordered 
it to be taken out and washed. The old man interposed, begging 
her not to trouble to clean it as it was, he said, the place in which 
he kept his bananas while they ripened, {tenipat mem-eram pisang) 
but the Princess insisted, and the old man turned pale with fear. 

Now this talk was heard by Lela Muda as he lay concealed 
in the roll of mats and he prayed to aU his gods to turn him 
into a golden cat with claws of mixed metal (suasa) and eyes of 
diamonds and his prayer being at once answered he came out of 
the roll of mats and leaped and frisked about. The Princess' 
damsels sought to catch him, but he bit at them and would suffer 
none but the Princess, to touch him. She nursed and fondled 
him and called him white brother (Puteh kak) and fed him from

Meanwhile all the maidens went to pi^k flowers in the garden, 
and Selamat seeing them coming turned himself into an eagle, 
(Sewah rajawalt) and one of the damsels, who was named Che' 
Luka caught him, hid him in her waist cloth, and covered him 
over with the flowers which she had plucked. She then refused 
to join in the games of her companions pleading illness, fearing 
lest any one should see her bird. When bed time came all retired 
to rest. The Princess taking her cat, and Che' Luka her eagle 
with her. In the middle of the night Selamat awoke and resumed 
bis proper form. When Che' Luka awoke and spoke to him he 
remained obstinately silent. At length she discovered that her 
companion was a man, whereupon she repeated this verse : — 
Misfortune cometh not alone. 
Where rice I planted rank weeds grow ; 
I buying meat get nought but bone, 
And men replace the birds I know.® 
After which jesting protest the damsel cuddled down to sleep 
with Selamat Pandang Desa. 

Meanwhile the Princess was much worried by the cat, 
which kept whisking its tail across her face, and waking her 
whenever she fell asleep. When the night was far advanced 
Lela Muda resumed his proper shape and the Princess awaking 
was much startled at discovering that she had a man for a bed- 
fellow and" she at once called her damsels, and her oJ d nurse 
brought a light, and when she espied Lela Muda she cried out, 
** He is indeed a good match for thee, Princess 1 For he is the 
same height, of the same complexion, and compares with thee in 
every respect, like unto a betel nut cut in halves ! " {Sama tirggi, 
sama rendah, sama itam^ sama putek, sama toloky sama banding^ hagai 
pinang di-hlah dua. 

The Princess fearing that he was a J in or a Fairy (Peri) who 
had assumed a form like unto her own, bade the nurse ask 
him who and what he was, and he replied that he was a man

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who had lost his way, was in difficulties, and of no account. 
(orang sisat mi-ldrcU tiada berka-ldbu-anj. To this the Princess 
retorted that men lose their way in the forest, but that this 
youth had wandered into her bed curtains, and she bade him 
leave the house lest her parents hearing of it should be wrathful 
in which case not a drop of his blood would fall to the earth, and 
the ants would not touch his flesh (darah ahang itetek tiada tumpah 
ka-bumi, daging ahang tiada di-hurong semutj. Leia Muda, how- 
ever, explained to the Princess that she was in his power and 
this moved the Princess to great wrath, so that she cried out that 
he was only fit to live beneath the stairs of her pavilion, eating 
half a cocoanut shell full of rice morning and evening, and she 
added that his face was the face of an ape or gibbon and bade 
him go forth and seek worms in the fields ! 

L§la Muda, however, spoke her fair and at length pulled 
out a bottle filled with a kind of oil which possessed a thousand 
magic properties, (minyak palong sWibu hiktnat di-dalam-nya) and 
he put a clove in the bottle and shook it at the Princess so that a 
drop fell above her heart (di-hulu hati) and she felt as though it 
actually penetrated to her heart. Then L^Ia Muda told her that 
he had put a love charm upon her and said that now he was 
going forth to seek the cold rice under the palace stairs of which 
she had spoken in her scorn, and he had hardly gone out of the 
house before she ordered him to be called back, but he declined 
to come until the Princess came to fetch him in person. Then 
she, having lost all shame owing to her great love, arose amid 
the jangling of all her ornaments (bu-ckalang glang di-tangan vie- 
lapok subang di-telinga me-ratak chin-chin di-jari me-rannyak jari 
iaxg halus ber-bunyi gendit di-pinggang ber-samhret-an pula genta 
di-kaki me-lampai pirggang ramping) and then she went to Lela 
Muda, sitting humbly before him with great ceremony and seizing 
his garment begged him with many soft words not to be angrj 
and at length prevailed upon him to return to the bed chamber 
and he begged her not to cry lest her sweet face should be 
disfigured and her lovely eyes become swelled by tears. Then 
each feeling an increasing love for the other they returned to 
the bed chamber and sat laughing, toying and jesting with one 
another. Then L^la Miida repeated this verse : — 

Branches and boughes hath the chandek tree 

In Indera Girl limes grow, men say 
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Sweet thou art more than my life to me 
Mj own let me make thee, darling, for aje ! ^ 
Now when she heard this verse the Princess was covered 
with shame and did not reply, at which the old nurse was very 
much vexed saying that all her training was wasted, since now, 
when she found herself in the cock-pit (g^angganf/) with a suitable 
adversary pitted against her (ber-jumpa lawan tang soma agongj, 
the Princess shows no fight (sudah tiada me-lawanj. On hearing 
this rebuke the Princess lifted up her face and repeated this 
verse : — 

In Indera Giri limes grow, men say ; 
The prah fruit shut in a cofl&n lies. 
Your own if you make me, darling for aye. 
Swift will the wrath of my parents rise. ^ 

To which replying Lela Muda repeated this verse : — 
The prah fruit shut in a coflSn lies. 
The vinegar ,sour in a cave is spilled. 
Though swift the wrath of thy parents rise. 
What matter if we with sweet love are filled ? ^ 

To which replying the Princess repeated this verse : — 
The vinegar sour in a cave is spilled ; 
Though planted selaseh sprout not anew. 
What recks it if 1 with sweet love am filled 
Since thy love, my love, may not prove true ? ^ 

To which replying Lela Muda repeated this verse : — 
Though planted selaseh sprout not anew ; 
The ikaii gelamds a magic fish. 
If my love, loved one, does not prove true, 
Pm ready to die wherever you wish !* 

To which the Princess made answer repeating this verse : — 

The ikan gelamds a magic fish ; 

The writing paper in strips I tear. 

For thee will I die wherever you wish : — 

Proof that of all men thou art most fair. * 
To which Lela Muda made answer, repeating this verse : — 

9 Kayu ber-chandek kayu ber-chabang. 
Buah liinau Indera Giri. 
Aiu-hai adek somangat abang ; 
Buleh-kah abang ber-taroh kendiri? 
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Make a bamboo-horse where my clothes may rest ; 

The butterflies flitting to Judah go. 

Together we playfully laugh and jest, 

But thou art my only true love, I know. • 
Then a silence fell upon them both, and the old nurse took 
up the jesting, bidding the lovers retire to rest, and she 
repeated this verse : — 

A duck that is white and a fowl that is white ; 

Magic weeds in a plain where the sour plants creep ! 

Thy colour is white, thy lover's is light. 

Come spread out the m)a,ts and go get ye to sleep. ' 
Then Lela Muda and the Princess retired to rest. Next 
morning the Princess sent word to her father that she could not 
return as she was in the coils of dragons {lilet ulih naga-ndga umorg

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saktinaga grt)ht Padang Kecdiil, and he hearing this hastened down 
to the earth and on seeing Ldla Miida he approved the Princess* 
choice, but said that he must return to Fairyland and send word to 
Sheikh Ali of what had occurred. He further declared his inability 
to protect L^la Miida from Sheikh Ali's wrath. L§la Miida at 
once replied that he had no fear and that the survivor should claim 
the Princess and that he who was slain should go seek a 
father-in-law among the -spirits. Raja Sang Nata then re- 
turned to the Heavens and wrote a letter to Sheikh Ali telling 
him all that had come to pass. 

Now Sheikh Ali lived in the land of Panchang S'laksa (Ten 
Thousand stakes) and it was his custom to call upon all who 
sought him to fight before granting them an interview. When 
therefore he saw the messenger coming he drew his sword and 
slashed at him but the messenger whose name was D^wa Si 
Kitam Barat warded all his blows. At length Sheikh Ali desisted 
and the Dewa delivered his letter, now when Sheikh Ali had 
read it he was very wrath and was like unto a tiger with young 
and like unto a hungry ogre, and his face grew red all over like 
the scarlet hibiscus when it expands in the early morning and 
his breast became crimson like unto cooked prawns. Then he 
caused the great drum to be beaten and all his people to be 
summoned and all made ready to descend to earth, some sitting on 
fiying elephants, some on lions, and some on flying steeds. Their 
arrival at PS,dang Kechil caused so great a tumult that the Prin- 
cess ran to the window® (tingkap) and beheld the multitude of Sheikh 
All's followers like unto the sea, like unto waves during a storm, 
covering the earth so that the surface could not be seen, and in 
such numbers that they hid the sky. On beholding this the 
Princess ran to Lela Muda and awoke him and apprised him of 
the coming of Sheikh Ali and his army. L§la Miida however, 
took matters very cooly and ate his meals undisturbed. Pres- 
ently Selamat awake also and coming to Lela Muda asked him 
when he intended to partake of the feast {mengadap jamuan) 
which had been prepared for him in the plain without. LSla 
Miida bade him go first and he having begged cloth from all the

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damsels wound it round and rottnd his body from hit waist to his 
chest, and took his knife (golok 8*bisar s^Udang upih) in his hand. 
Then he rushed forth in terrible fashion and fell upon Sheikh 
Ali's people, cutting them down right and left, causing a g^eat 
uproar and stiring up a great dust, and this strife between the 
one and the many continued without intermission for many days 
and many nights. 

At length L^la Muda mounted his flying steed and flew out 
to join in the battle and though misiles rained upon him they 
failed to wound him. Then he drew his sword, the sword called 
Jen&wi Kechil which was the gift of his brother the Golden Dra- 
gon, and with it he slew great numbers of the enemy, so that 
they fell like falling leaves. For seven days and seven nights 
he fought in this manner nor met with any reverse. 

SSl&mat meanwhile had been fighting without intermission 
and at length he became fatigued by his extertions. At this 
moment he encountered a warrior named To'Misai Jdrum 
(the Chief with moustaches like needles) and they began to 
wrestle one with another. Then Selamat seized him by the 
waist dashed him down with such force that he sunk seven kas 
into the earth, but he arose afresh, shouted his war cry, and said 
as he seized Sel^mat by the waist, ^^ clods of earth, squeeze 
this man SelUmat," and when he was thrown down, the earth seized 
Sel&mat, burying him to the waist and refused to let him go. 
Then all the enemy set upon him at once, but he still cut them 
down whenever they approached him near enough. 

The story now reverts to Serendah S*kebun Bunga, where 
Sel&mat's wife, Mek S'bunga Champa, whom he had left behind 
him in an interesting condition and who had since given birth to a 
son who came forth from his mother's womb together with a 
knife shaped like a reaping hook (parang chandong) and straight- 
way fell to the floor and broke through the flooring and thence to 
the earth, into which he penetrated about seven ka^ deep and the 
earth pressed in upon him on every side and became skids of iron 
and brass against his right and left ribs. Now for seven days and 
seven nights he sojourned in the earth and all the holy ones 
and wise ones, spirits and gods, and Mamak Jin Jud,ra {the Cock- 
fighter) came and taught all manner of magic to Awang 
Sebunchul, for thus the boy was named in accordance with his 
^ather^s wish. At length the earth reopened and suffered the

midwives to take charge of the child, and as soon as he had been 
laid in a cradle he was able to speak and walk and eat like a 
grown child, and he went forth to play with the grown children 
of the place. Now the other boys chaffed Awang Sebunchul, 
saying that he was a son without a father and they refused to 
play with him. At this Awang Sebunchul became inflammed 
with anger, and he forthwith dashed one of the boys to the 
ground with such force that he died on the spot; The relations 
of the dead boy ran to the Raja and laid a complaint against 
Awang Sebunchul, who was sent for by Raja Budiman and 
solemnly warned Awang Sebunchul never to slay anyone for 
the future.* Then Awang went forth from the Royal presence 
and wandered into the land's end, the tongue of the earth {ka 
Mjong tanah lidah burnt), and the earth spoke to him and told 
him that his father was fighting and in trouble at Padang 
K6chil, and advised him to go speedily to his aid. Awang ran 
home to his mother, collected enough food to supply his wants 
for a year or two, and then set off on his journey, running hard, 
just as his father had done before him. 

On his way he met a large bull rhinosceros, and slaying it, 
he tore off the skin and made a head covering of it. The skin, 
however, soon got rotten and full of maggots and Awang threw 
it away, cursing it as a skin accursed, a damnable skin (Mlit 
kutok kulit chelakajf which only had lice. At length he re€|,ched 
P&dang K^chil and beheld the multitude of Sheikh Ali's warrior 
assembled there, and rushing into their midst, he cried out in a 
very loud voice, " Room 1 Make room, my masters, for Awang 
Sebiinchul who seeketh his father ! " AH made way for him in 
astonishment and Awang rushed to the point where the fight 
was thickest, and where his father, buried to the waist was 
being rained upon by the weapons of his enemies. Awang 
charged in, forced his way to his father's side, and seizing him 
by the arm near the shoulder, he pulled him out of the earth. Then

Howerer I know of many cases even in my own experience where a like 
treatment has been meted out to a murderer by a Malay Raja. 
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Selimat Tandang D^sa yelled his war cry and shouted : — " Aiu- 
hai ! what child is this who is of such exceeding' strength and power 
like unto a hero of old time?" (Aiu kai. Budak manakah iang 
amat gagah perkasa pada per-ttkamcXn seperti lara} or org ?) and at 
once (with the inconsequence of Malay warriors of fiction) fell 
upon Awang and attacked him with his knifa The child how- 
ever avoided all his blows with great skill and activity, leaping 
about like a cat playing with leaves {Seperti kuching her-main 
daun). At last Awang leaped upon his father's shoulder and 
cried out, " Am I not Awang Sebunchul, son of Tandang D^sa, who 
seeketh his father ? " which when Selamat heard, he threw away 
his knife and embraced his son and all the army of the enemy be- 
held and wondered, saying among themselves, " But now they 
strove one with the other, and behold now they embrace and 
kiss ! " 

Then the father and son shouting their war cry rushed upon 
the enemy and a great fight ensued — a fight like thunder, a fight 
like a great tempest, a fight which cannot be described and 
which caused the whole land of Padang Kechil to rock about ! 
{Prang guroh prang perdenta prang tiada ter-mana-i lagi prang me" 
lenggang negri Padang kechil). Now when the battle had lasted 
for three days and three nights very few of the enemy remained 
alive and Awang picked off one or two who were left, and Selamat 
• encounting a warrior named Panglima Musai Jarum, seized him 
and dashed him to the earth so that he sank in up to his waist, 
and called to the earth "Oh mother, crush him !" Then seizing 
a piece of wood with a thin back to it {kaifu kulit nipis) he beat 
the Panglima on the head and at the third blow, his skull was 
broken 8o that the brains came out in strings {her-jela-jela) which 
had they been cast into the sea on a moonlight night, would 
have served to appease the appetites of the sharks and big fishes. 

Now when Sheikh Ali saw that the warrior whom he loved 
was dead he mounted his flaming lion (^nga api) and flew up into

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the air until he met Lela Muda. The latter ironically comple- 
mented Sheikh Ali on his beauty, but Sheikh Ali evaded the 
subject and demanded the Princess. Then quoth Lela Muda, 
" Hai, Youth ! She is like unto the flowers which I have placed 
behind mine ear, and which it were not fitting that I should bes- 
tow upon thee, oh youth !" ( Hai orang muda s^umpama hunga di 
sunting, tiada-lah patut handak di-hagi pada orang muda!) but 
added that he was prepared to betroth Sheikh Ali to any other 
Princesa 

Then said Sheikh Ali, "If thou wilt not give me the 
Princess whom I desire make it no sin for me to take thy life ;" 
(Halal'kan nyawa angkau hilang di dalam tangan aku) to which 
proposal Lela Muda very readily consented. Then they fell 
a fighting, but were so evenly matched that neither succeeded 
in wounding the other, till both were weary. Then they ceased 
their strife for a space and Sheikh Ali said, " Thou art verily 
a great magician ! Receive now my sign manual ;" (hekas tahgan) 
and so saying he seized his magic bow and shot an arrow ^ 
the heavens which turning into a mountain of fire fell upon 
Lela Muda. Then Lela Muda threw down one of his magic beads 
(Manik gnltgaf which at once turned into a canopy of stone. 
Then Sheikh Ali by his magic arts called down a snake to swallow 
Lela Muda, but Lela Muda at once turned himself into a griffin 
(huvong geroda) and swallowed the snake. Then Sheikh Ali 
owned himself to be vanquished since all his magic arts had been 
tried and had failed, and he therefore submitted himself to Lela 
Muda doing him homage (semhah), craving pardon, and asking 
a permission to be suffered to be to Lela Muda as a brother. 
Lela Muda at once acceeded to his request, bore him home, and 
spread a ^ feast for him at which Sheikh Ali was not a little 
embarassed by the presence of the Princess, who waited upon 
her husband and his guest. When the feast was over Sheikh 
Ali went forth to the field of battle, and by his magic art called

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down a rain of rose water (ayer mawar) which had the effect 
of restoring all the dead to life. Then he and his returned 
in peace to their own country. 

On hearing the result of the battle Raja Sang Nata came 
down to earth and carried his son-in-law and his daughter up to 
the heayens to the land of the shooting-star, where they dwelt 
very happily. 

But it chanced upon a certaip day, when Lela Muda had 
lived some three months and ten days in the land of the 
shooting- star that he suddenly remembered his home and 
straightway he fell a weeping and, refusing to listen to the 
Warning of his wife and his father-in-law, he resolved to set 
off without farther delay for the land of the Twelve Mountains 
to continue his search for the Burong Indera Bayu. He there- 
fore got to horse and his two followers mounted a flying elephant 
which, however, took them only to the sea-shore and then 
flew* away. Selamat Desa and Awang Sebunchul started to wade 
until their feet could no longer touch bottom and then they 
swam with great speed, never losing sight of their master, who 
flew through the air over their heads. Presently Selamat be- 
came exhausted with swimming and his son took him on his 
back until he was rested. Thus they swam on for three months ; 
Awang Sebunchul swimming sometimes on his side until he was 
tired, when he swam breast on to the sea, following it up with 
■wimming straight forward or at right angles to the waves (ter- 
kadang ter-lentarig, penat ter-lentang men-erap dan meng iring di- 
menujor m^-hntang) until at the end at three months their bodies 
were covered sea-lice {teritip). At length upon a certain day 
Awang espied a ship lying at anchor in the middle of the ocean 
(karong-an), ^and leaving his father he swam to the ship and hung 
on the anchor chain. All the sailors imagined that he was a 
spirit and the medicine men {homor dan pawang)^ came and 
threw saffron and rice {hras kunnyety at him, Awang, however, 
took ho notice of them, but sat clinging to the anchor chain 
and blinking, being somewhat out of breath from his long 
swim. When he was rested he took a boat {sampan kotak) * 

2 Arong Ajj^ or h&rong F\pj^ literally means to wade, but the 
enn arong-an O^J^ or harong-an O^J^ means not only a wader, 
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and went to fetch his father, but when he put his father into the 
bows the stern stuck up in the air (ber-jSrgkit), and the bows 
stood clear of the water when Awang placed his father 
in the stem. Therefore Awang placed his father exactly in 
the centre when the boat was level with the water (titian- 
buehy. Then Awang towed the boat to the ship and as Sel^- 
mat leaped on board the boat sank. Then Awang also boarded 
the vessel. 

Now this ship belonged to a Prince who bore the name of 
Raja Petukal and he taking the father and son for i^irits of the 
deep greeted them with fair words and apologised for himself and 
his people who knew not the manners, customs, and language 
(bhasay of those seas. Upon this Awang Sebunchul at once 

but also the deep. There was a weU-teown sword in the Peninsula some 

years ago which went by the name of Harong-an darah Ojw O^J** 
'* The wader through blood.'* In the present context it means the deep.

when the Raja Petiikal ventured to object Awang added 
that he would take the ship there whether its owner liked it or 
not. Then Raja Petdkal bade his people leave the spirit folk to 
manage the ship, and Selamat pulled up the anchor while Awang 
Sebdnchul standing on one leg, holding the other foot in his 
hand, with one arm akimbo (bir-uku tunggal), and with his 
tongue standing erect so that the tip touched the roof of his 
mouth (tongkat lldah pada langtt-langit) prayed to his gods to 
send down a mighty wind : — An extraordinary wind, a wind 
in which all the eight winds combine and form one, which shall 
pluck the apes from the branches, and shall roll the mortars 
from their fixings, a wind which shall pluck up the mushrooms 
from the lawn, and shall blow the mussels from out the seas ! 
(angin paksa mata angin di-lapan men-jadi satu hiar chdbut kra di- 
julai buleh meng-guling lesong di-tembok^ tang men-chabut chen- 
dawan di-halaman tang men bongkar krang di-iasekj. 

Now no sooner was the wish uttered than a mighty wind 
descended and the ship leaped forward as though she moved on 
wings, and L^la Muda being caught by the storm fell headlong, 
horse and ail, down on to the deck of the ship. For three days 
and three nights the wind continued in unabated fury and at the 
end of that time there ensued a great calm, and RAja Petukal 
venturing forth from his cabin encountered Lela Muda and in-^ 
vited him to use his cabin, an offer which Lela Muda declined. 
Rd,ja Petukal then sent his daughter Tuan Petri Wang Lesidah 
to invite Lela Muda, but the latter persisted in his refusals and 
proposed that he and the princess should be to one another as bro- 
ther itnd sister (merg-aku sudaraJ—Si suggestion which the wooed 
has not infrequently made to the wooer even in more modern 
times. At this the princess returned to her father and com-

words: — "Oh my father! Soul of thy child! Thy child is 
shamed ! The skin of a dog has been put on the face of thy 
child ! The skin of a pig has been laid on the face of thy child ! 
Thy child's face is very much ashamed, for thy child is very 
much ashamed in that she invited a youtii to come hither and he 
declined! " (Aifu-hai! ayali s^margat, anak ayah anak pir^malUj anak 
ay all handak tainpai kulit anjirg di-muka anak ayah handaktampal kulit 
ball di-muka, anak malu sairjat^^ di-muka anak malu sargcU'lahy anak 
parggil oratg muda itu tiada viau *ta datarg.) 

But the father comforted her by explaining that if L§Ia 
Muda and she had accepted one another as broker and sister 
(m^rg-aku adek-b^r-adtk) she had no cause to feel ashamed. 

Now when the slip was in sight of the land of the Twelve 
Mountains, Awang Sebiinchul shouted to his father to let go the 
anchor and then bade the ship's company wash, eat, and drink. 

Meanwhile the ship had been sighted from the shore, and 
Ping-lima Berisang got together seven of his men with ham- 
mers and chisels, and going down to the sea-shore, dived out in 
the direction of the ship with the intention of scuttling her. 
Now Awang had an uneasy feeling that some danger threatened 
the vessel and leaping over board he, by his magic art, turned 
himself into a shell-fish of the kind called Ikan dami dami, and 
sat clinging on to the hull of the ship (dudok merg-apok^ pada 
prot kapal itu,) When the PSng-lima and his followers arrived 
Awang seized their tools, and resuming his proper form he 
cracked all their heads with the chisels and hammers, so that 
they ran away home, and told their wives that if the raja sent 
for them his messengers were to be told that they were all ill 
with fever and headache. 

When the enemy had fled Awang threw the tools into the 
air so that they fell upon the deck of the ship, killing one of the 
sailors and breaking the thigh-bone of another. For this Awang 
was blamed by his father on his return to the ship, but at

the injured man whole again. Then the ship floated on and pre- 
sently it came along side the stone forts, but the occupants of 
the forts took no notice, saying one unto the other this ship is 
Pang-lima Berisang's pocket money ; (blanja kdpory let us not 
interfere — none knowing what had befallen the Pang-lima and 
his companions. Presently night fall. 

Now upon that evening Tiian Petri Bdngsu Kechil Slend^ 
ang Ch^ya with all her maidens and with all manner of musical 
instruments went forth into the hall of amusements (balai per- 
TTiain-an), and the damsels sang in turn, and the Burong Indra 
Bkju also sang yery sweetly, her singing being like mito sugar 
when it is mixed, like unto flutes and musical pipes, so that the 
sound seemed to penetrate to the comer of the heart (bagai gula 
di-rawa^ seperti sulivg dergan hargsi rasa ter gentas^ di-hulu hati)^ 
and the sound of its voices was heard by those on board the 
ship, and Lela Muda could not resist it, and leaping ashore he 
turned himself into a golden peacock. Then Awang SebClnchul 
coffined the ship in stone so that none could harm it and having 
made all secure he also leaped ashore in pursuit of his master, 
turning himself into an iron cat with steel tusks,- and as he raced 
into the town he bit all the cats he met both male and female, 
so that all were slain. 

The golden peacock had not been long upon the wing when 
the six Dewa who guarded the courses of the winds {tali angin) 
espied him and turning themselves into peacocks gave chase, so 
that he was driven to take refuge in the moat, whereupon they 
ceased their pursuit, resuming their own shapes and returning 
to the air. Presently they became a^vvare of the iron cat, and

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cats thej pursued him until he too took refuge in 
the moat. Presently the peacock and the cat met and after 
oonsulting together, Ldla Muda turned himself into a white frog 
and Awang changed himself into a black one, and together ihej 
started on their way leaping along after the manner of frog& 
They had barely got through the first line of fortifications 
(/lapis kota)j however, when the D^wa again spied them, and 
and chased them once more until they were again driven to 
hide themselves in the ditch. Then they consulted afresh and 
L^la Miida became a green beetle, and Awang became a white 
one. Again they passed another line of forts and were chased 
and escaped as before. 

Then the green beetle prayed to his gods that the sight 
of the six Dewa might become dim {kabor mata). Then the 
beetles fiew to the pavilion of the Princess but they could find 
no hole by which to enter. Therefore they turned into flies, 
green and white respectively, but again they failed to find ^ny 
chink by which they could enter. Next they became minute 
insects {dvoa) but still failed to find a hole big enough to enable 
them to enter. Then L§Ia Miida prayed that the Princess in 
her sleep might be caused to awake suddenly, and be seized 
with heat and itching in every portion of her body so that sweat 
should pour from her breast {ter-kijut hangun deri-pada bmr 
cuiu jatoh panas nUarg a'genap tuboh badan-nya peluh msnganchor 
deri pada dada-nya). Presently the Princess awoke suddenly, 
suffering from all the symptoms which L§la Miida had desired 
and moreover with a great feeling of anxiety and uneasiness in 
her heart and stomach {dan Itbarg libu hati prot). She at once 
called to her nurse, who objected greatly to being awakened so 
roughly (dergan rampas rat^'as-nya'^juxd bade her prepare the bath 
in the Princess' golden jar (paao 'amaa). In order to do this the 
nurse opened the door, whereupon the two insects flew into the 
pavilion and fell into the jar of gold. Then L61a Mfida changed

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himself into a blue Tunjong flower and Awang Sebtochul be- 
came a silver Chempa flower. 

Now when the Princess reached the bath her body suddenly 
became quite cool and she gave up all idea of bathing, but put 
her hand into the water to wash her face, whereupon she caught 
hold of the Tunjorg flower, and found that it gare forth a deli- 
cious fragrance. She hid the flower and told her nurse that 
she did not desire to bathe, but the nurse replied that she also 
wished to wash her face as she intended to chew a quid of betel 
nut.* She therefore proceeded to wash her face and found the 
Chempa flower and hid it saying nothing about it to the Princess. 
Then both returned to their beds, bearing their flowers with 
them and soon fell into a deep slumber. 

Presently Awang said to himself, " My youthful heart can no 
longer endure this ;'* and so saying he resumed his proper form 
and lay down by the nurse's side. Shortly afterwards she awoke, 
and perceived that there was someone lying beside her and she 
felt his head and found short hair and a pig-tail (jambul),^ and 
felt his breast and found that it was the chest of a man. Then 
she noticed that she had a man for a bed fellow and in a wl)isper 
she asked him who he was, and how he dared come thither, to 
which he made answer retorting that it was she herself who 
had brought him there. The nurse then felt for the flower 
and disco veied that it was missing, whereupon she repeated 
this verse : — 

In truth an evil lot I own ! 

Where rice I planted foul weeds sprout ! 
In buying meat, get nought but bone, 
My cherish'd bud's become a lout!* 
After saying which she considered that she had done enough

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in the way of maidenly protest, and proceeded to cuddle 
down to sleep with Awang Sebunchul. 

Later on the blue Tunjong flower resumed its proper form 
and Lela Muda then arose noiselessly, so as to avoid waking* 
the Primness and sought the Burong Indra Bayu, of whom he 
declared he had a great favour to ask. Their talking awoke 
the Princess, who asked the bird with whom she was talking, 
whereupon she answered that she was talking to herself, and 
that the subject of her conversation was the length of time 
that she had been separated from her parents. Presently the 
Princess fell asleep again and Lela Muda and the bird resumed 
their conversation, Lela Muda urging the bird to return with 
him to his own country, whereupon she laughed and repeated 
this verse : — 

Sweet is the fruit of the twisted jack; 

Sweet are the very cells that hold it. 
Youth, you may take whatever you lack. 
Though we with reluctance behold it^ 
And added, " But how can you take me and leave my mother" 
— meaning the Princess. Then after the conversation had con- 
tinued for some time the bird told Lela Muda that she knew 
the reason of his mission, and why he was so anxious to get 
possession of her, and also the fate which he had in store for her. 
The noise of their conversation again awoke the Princess, who 
called to the bird that the voice with which she was speaking 
was certainly that of a man {anak lanarg laU-laki), Then Lela 
Muda was taken before the Princess and a scene similar to that 
which had been enacted between him and Tuan Petri Chaya 
Bulan, in Padang Kechil, ensued, ending as before in the 
Princess falling desperately in love with Lela Muda where- 
upon they together retired to rest. 

The story now reverts to the six Dewa, the brothers of the 
Princess, who guarded the courses of the wind, and who ap- 
proaching near the Princess' pavilion overheard the voice of a man 
in conversation with their sister. They at once flew away and in-

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formed their father, the Raja Tua, awaking him from sleep for the 
purpose, a thing* which had never previously occurred to him 
during all the years of his reign. ^ Then after the consultation with 
him they decided not to attack until day had broken, and Raja Tua 
sent letters to all the kings who were subject to him both on 
the earth and in the heavens calling upon them to assist him in 
slaying the man who had seduced his daughter. These letters 
which were carried by Dewa Sakit-an Barat caused all the kings 
to gather their followers together and they came mounted on 
all kinds of strange beasts, and flew to the land of the Twelve 
Mountains in such numbers that they darkened the -world like 
unto heavy rain clouds. {Olap-lah seperti awan meng-andong 
hujan). Riaja Tua meanwhile built huts and halls for the ac- 
commodation of his allies and presently all were assembled 
around the pavilion of the Princess. Then some fell to shouting 
and some to cursing and using bad language, and some cried to 
the seducer to come forth and fight, using all manner of threats 
and taunts. Then the Princess looked forth and beheld a great 
multitude of enemies, like ants on the branches of a tree, like 
white ants building their nest, like the berek-berek bird when it 
flies home in flocks when the day is waning, like unto the shells 
on the sea-shore for multitude, like unto the stars of the heavens 
and the leaves of the forest for number ! {Seperti semut di-julai 
kayu seperti anai-anai meng angkut sarang seperti berek-berek^ pulang 
petarg seperti gereseP di-pantai hanyak-nya seperti bin tang di-largit 
banyak-nya seperti daun-kayu di-hutan). But Lela Muda was

clamour of the enemy without. Then the war drums of the 
ememy sounded, and all the hosts of the enemy shouted their war 
cries making a noise like unto thunder, so that the sound was 
heard by Selamat in the ship which had been coffined in the rock 
and he seized his knife and pushed upwards with it against the 
rock which covered him (jnen-onjul ka-batu) and owing to his 
great strength the rock was split asunder and Selamat emerging, 
leaped ashore, and rushed to the scene of action crying threats of 
vengeance against the ravisher, thus deceiving the enemy into 
the belief that he was one of their own people. All made way 
for him, and he reached the pavilion in safety, and going under- 
neath it he called upon his son to come down and aid him to fight 
the enemy. Then Lela Muda also called for his horse, which at 
the sound of his voice flew down to him, but arrived much hurt 
by the weapons and missiles of the enemy, and complained to 
Lela Muda of his sorry plight, saying, " How can I, thy servant, 
go forth to war ; be pleased to behold my body, how all my hairs 
and my skin have been scraped off by the weapons of the enemy," 
whereupon Lela Muda bade him be of good cheer, and straight- 
way by his magic art, restored him to his former uninjured con- 
dition. 

Meanwhile Awang Sebunchul borrowed a sash from each of 
his friends the waiting damsels, and he wound these cloths 
around him. Then he bade the damsels pray for his safety, and 
promised if he was victorious to take them all away with 
him on his return to his own country. Then he seized his knife 
which was shaped like a reaping hc»ok (parang chandong) and 
leaped down to his father's side. 

Now before tJiey beg-an to engage the enemy they agreed 
together that each should shout' to the other in order to indicate 
his whereabouts in the fight; and that Selamat should take the 
Eastern and Awang the Western side of the battle field. Then 
they fell a fighting with a will, slaying great numbers of the 
enemy. 

Presently Lela Muda got him to horse and flew up to the 
courses of the wind where the forty-four kings awaited him ; 
who, when they espied him, set upon him as one man. Lela 
Muda, however, fought them with all manners of blows, and 
cuts, and kicks, hurling many downwards to the earth, and inspir- 
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ing a wholesome dread in the breasts of those who remained 
unscathed. 

The tale now reverts to the six Dewa who, looking" down 
to earth beheld Awang and his father slaughtering their hosts. 
They therefore sent down a magic serkap of iron which enclos- 
ed Selamat and held him so firmly to the ground that he could 
not rise again, whereupon all the hosts of the enemy attacked 
him with renewed vigour. Presently Awang noticed that the 
sound of his father's war cries no longer reached him and he fell 
with redoubled energy upon the foe and fought his way through 
them for seven days and seven nights. On the seventh day he 
heard a great noise coming from the earth, as of people collect- 
ed together, all shouting in one place, and he renewed his on- 
slaught and put the enemy to flight, and so won his way to the 
serkcq), which he seized and drew out of the ground, and threw 
it among the enemy so that many of them were crushed. Then 
the two resumed the attack upon their foes, and ceased not from 
it by day or by night for seven days and seven nights, at the 
end of which the six Dewa again bestirred themselves to help 
their army and sent down a golden collar and a chain of silver 
{hdenggxi, dmas be-rantai perak) which came and fi^ed and twisted, 
itself about Awang Sebimchul s body from his head to his feet, 
and caused him to fall down with his eyes blinking (mata-nya 
per-kelip-kelip) and with his wind whistling hoarsely from his 
mouth (ber-suil serek-serek bunyi-nya), whereupon the enemy 
gathered courage to attack him again. Then Awang called 
upon his Cfuru and forthwith all the chains that bound him were 
burst asunder, and he arose and renewed the fight. Next he 
plucked a hair from his pig-tail and rolled it in the palm of his 
hand until it changed into an iron casting net (jala) with which 
he proceeded to net the enemy- in shoals, breaking their heads 
with a stick when he had netted them. When the six Dewa be- 
held these doings they again had recourse to ma'gio and sending 
down an arrow of fire they utterly destroyed the casting-net ; 
but Awang, nothing dismayed, plucked anpther hair from his 
head, turned it into a seine net (pukat) and called to his father to 
come and help him work it, which they did, destroying great 
numbers of the enemy. Another arrow of fire from the six 
D^wa destroyed the seine-net also^ emd at the same mc^nent they 
sent yet another arrow which paralysed Awang so that be could 
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stir neither hand nor foot. Then when he fell to the ground the 
enemy piled great rocks upon his body. After three days the 
Dewa bade them go see if he was dead, but they found that he 
was still alive for his eyes blinked {mata-nya ber-kelipj. There- 
upon they put him in a bubu and threw him into the sea (rijam 
k a- da I am lautj. After three days and three nights they fi^ed 
the bubu up again, but found that Awang was still alive and that 
his eyes were still blinking and opening and shutting (rndta-nya 
ber-chelek juga kelip-kelip). Then Dewa Sulong bade his people 
dig a well and put Awang into it and heap it up with fuel and 
oil and set the whole on fire, but when the fire had burned for 
three days and three nights they found that Awang was still a- 
live and that his eyes blinked at them {di-geshek-nya-lah mata- 
nya). Then having failed to slay him they bound him to the 
posts under Dewa Sulong's pavilion, when at the end of three 
days and three nights his Chiru visited him and reminded him 
of the magic knowledge he possessed. . Then Awang Sebunchul 
breathed a prayer and he was straightway restored to his for- 
mer uninjured conditon, and breaking his bands he pulled up the 
Dewa's pavilion and balanced it upon the palm of his hand {dU 
tdtang-nya di-atas tapak tdngan)y at which the Dewa's wives 
and children screamed lustily and the Dewa seeing what had 
befallen them swooped down, seized the pavilion, and set it back 
in its place again. Then Awang Sebunchul resumed his fight 
with tiie enemy. 

Meanwhile for three months Lela Muda carried on his battle 
among the courses of the winds, and at the end of that time 
he had slain or put to flight all the forty-four kings. Then upon 
a certain day Dewa Kechil sent a magic arrow at him which 
turned into a golden python (saiva dmas) with a forked tail, which 
wound itself about Lela Muda from his neck to his feet, and 
thrust the two forked points of its tail up his nostrils and in 
spite of all his efforts Lela Muda fell to the ground and was 
unable to free himself, (Ber- apa-lah Lela Muda me-rentak dan wj6- 
ret<trg handak bev'-iepas-kan diri-nya tiada dapat usah-kan lepaa 
di-raut ulih saiva amas itujuga sampei ber-bunyi tulang rusok-nya) 
for far from being able to do so the python rubbed against his 
sides until his ribs cracked audibly. Then he remembered his 
brother the Golden Dragon and silently longed for his aid. 
Now it chanced that upon that day the Golden Dragon
